NOT ADMISSIBLE 

All this evidence which he

Tappenden, of the Stanley 
Training Centre, inspected the 
reception OMce where the pri- 
soners ore received when they 
first come to the prison. 


From there, the party went 
on to the cells, the workshops 
where the inmates make shots 
for the staff, and the hospital, 

After an hour's stay, during 
which ‘Sir Alexander asked 
many questions, the group 
parsed on to the Prison Annex 
where young convicts under 21 
end over 14, who are first 
offenders sre housed. Here the 
Governor showed great interest, 
watching the young man a‘ 
work and asking after their 
progress. % 

On his arrival at the Training 
Centre, His Excellency was met 
by Mr ‘T. J. Gamer, Acting 
Officer in Charge and Mr J. F. 
Roy, Ass, Officer in Charge. 

There he was entertained by 
the Centre’s Bugle Band, sound- 
ing the Retreat. Young boys, ail 
between 14 and 18 years, dressed. 
in blue and white, marched with 
military precision’ while beating 
drums and blowing bugies. 

The band, consisting. of 15 
boys, most of: whom are Boy 
Scouts, has only had = two 
montha’ practice. After the per- 
formance. Sir. Alexander com- 
mented that they were indeed
